HOLLYWOOD (AP) - A cou ­ 
ple of su mmers ago, actor Gen e 
Hackman was here for a televi­ 
sion role when he received a 
message from his wife in New 
York: “ Warren Beatty wan ts to 
talk to you abou t a movie.” 
Hackman promptly called his 
agen t, who he says told him, 
"Forget abou t it—Beatty is al­ 
ways talkin g abou t produ cin g a 
movie, bu t n othin g ever comes 
of it.” 
Happily, Hackman persisted, 
an d as a resu lt he won the role 
of Bu ck Barrow in “ Bon n ie an d 
Clyde.” Now he is an Academy 
Award n omin ee for best su p­ 
portin g actor, an d he has all the 
roles he can han dle. 
All this is a n ew an d gratify­ 
in g experien ce for the stocky 
ex-Marin e whose actin g career 
proceeded at a crawl for a doz­ 
en years. Now, at age 38, he is 
able to su pport his wife an d 
three children in a 
style to 
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which they were n ever accu s­ 
tomed. 
You won der why a man will 
remain in a profession that of­ 
fers 
so little 
en cou ragemen t. 
Hackman himself won ders. 
“There were times wrhen I 
thou ght I shou ld q u it,” he 
re­ 
calls, “bu t I had gon e beyon d 
the poin t where I cou ld have 
gon e in to an other lin e of work. I 
wasn ’t q u alified for an ythin g. If 
my wife hadn ’t su pported u s by 
workin g as a secretary, I don ’t 
kn ow what I wou ld have don e.” 
Gen e Hackman was an u n like­ 
ly prospect for an actor. Born in 
Dan ville, 111,, he came from a 
family of n ewspapermen . Bu t 
after five years in the Marin es 
an d a cou ple of years at the 
Un iversity of Illin ois, he decided 
he wan ted to act. He en rolled at 
Pasaden a Playhou se, where on e 
of his fellow stu den ts was Du s­ 
tin Hoffman , 
an other of this 
year’s academy n omin ees. 
Then came Hackman ’s lean 
years. His broad Irish face—he 
is really of German o rigin - 
made him 
ideal 
for 
playin g 
cops, priests an d min isters, bu t 
other roles were hard to fin d. 
“ I did the u su al thin gs that 
ou t of work actors do in New 
York,” he said. “ I worked in 
dru gstores an d sold fu rn itu re. I 
worked for a movin g compan y 
an d I sold alu min u m wrear from 
door to door. I got to be pretty 
good at sellin g pots an d pan s. In 
fact, I wen t ou t to Peoria, 111., 
an d had a whole crew workin g 
for me. I even won a prize that 
in clu ded a trip to Chicago. I 
might have stayed with it, bu t 
by the time I wen t back to Peo­ 
ria, I had lost the spirit.” 
The even t that proved a key 
to Hackman ’s prosperity came 
when he was assign ed to a 
small role in “Lilith.” He had 
on ly a five-min u te scen e with 
Warren Beatty, bu t Beatty was 
impressed.

the

are in . This 1s n ot mean t as 
chastisemen t 
bu t rather to al­ 
low me to show how you were 
placed in this position an d how 
my readers may avoid a similar 
situ ation . 
The fact 
that vou 
paid for 
the X-rays does n ot techn ically 
mean that you own them. This 
problem has con ic u p for legal 
in spection man y times an d the 
decision v a r i e s in

states. Actu ally, the X-rays are 
part of the chart of a patien t 
bu t they shou ld always be

leased to reliable people 
f o r 
stu dy an d retu rn ed to the doc­ 
tor who made them. 
In my own practice I

q u en tly give patien ts the plates. 
I have fou n d that patien ts hold 
on to their X-rays 
an d treat 
them carefu lly. 
I believe it i.s an excellen t 
record for them to have shou ld 
thev move away or ever con ­ 
su lt an other doctor.

NEW YORK (AP) — Treasury 
Secretary Henry II. Fowler once 
said fiat a neriodic reconsidera­ 
tion of tile federal debt limit by 
Congress

fiscal policy of the government 
for the year in question and the 
future.” 
In other words, the secretary 
seemed to agree with those who 
believe Congress should retain 
the right to raise or lower the 
limit, and to oppose a formida­ 
ble group that .suggests there be 
no limit. 
This stand the secretary could 
come to regret this year, for 
any review of the administra­ 
tion’s fiscal policy very likely 
will provide as big a platform 
for critics as the current debate 
over tax policies. 
More important, the debt lim­ 
it might very well be reached 
by the administration just be­ 
fore the November elections. 
Nothing could better illustrate 
the 
complete 
encirclement of 
administration strategy, its lack 
of options, than the words of 
Rep. Wilbur D. Mills, D-Ark., 
who as chairman of the House 
Ways and Means Committee, is 
in a position to kick the trap 
door and permit the noose to be­ 
come a knot. 
If taxes are 
not increased, 
said Mills, “sometime just prior 
to the elections the secretary of 
the Treasury is going to be with­ 


out funds and without authority 
to issue additional bonds.” It 
can be assumed his tone was 
grave. 
In years past administrations 
have been put in embarrassing 
situations by having to trudge 
up Capitol Hill to ask Congress 
for the right to go deeper into 
debt. In the past 50 years, in 
fact, the ceiling has been raised 
dozens of times. 
On several occasions the ad­ 
ministration in power has come 
face to face with the limit, as it 
did last year and so had to re­ 
sort to bookkeeping tricks. On 
occasions government bills have 
been left unpaid because there 
was no cash on hand. 
More often, though, the ad­ 
ministration got its increase in 
the debt limit without much ar 
gument, despite the anguish of 
conservatives who felt Congress 
was reneging on its constitution­ 
al obligation to check excesses 
of the executive branch.

Since the U. S. foreign aid pro­ 
gram was inaugurated in 1948, 
we have made available in di­ 
rect assistance nearly 130 bil­ 
lion dollars to 124 countries. 
Has 
this 
assistance 
heped 
these struggling nations?

sophisticated 
countries it has helped some but 
in others it has only served to 
strengthen the hand and pocket- 
book of the politicians in control 
of the local governments. 
Our aid program is one of the 
primary causes of our unfavor­ 
able balance of payments prob­ 
lem and the demands on our 
gold supplies. As a result, I be­ 
lieve, it’s high time we took a 
serious look at our entire for­ 
eign aid program—particular 
in the light of recent scandals 
disclosed by the Inspector Gen­ 
eral of the Foreign Assistance 
programs — scandals involving 
waste, graft and just plain in­ 
efficiency, which have cost the 
taxpayers billions of dollars. 
For instance: 
In Algeria, an inspection team 
discovered “ sizable amounts of 
food-including 2,000 cases of 
cooking oil and 1,000 sacks of 
dry milk — which had never 
been distributed,” 
In Argentina, inspectors walk­ 
ing through warehouses in the 
Buenos Aires port area found 
18 large crates of tool kits which, 
although consigned to Paraguay 
under the

gram, had been sitting on the 
docks in Buenos Aires for more 
than nine years! 
In Rio de Janeiro, inspectors 
found U. S. - financed goods be­ 
ing sold at auction. 
In the Dominican Republic, 
AII) money was used to import 
— and I quote from the report 
—“champagne glasses, luxury 
food and other non-essentials.” 
End of quote. 
In Nationalist China, it was 
found that many of the spare 
parts for Army vehicles that we 
sent them were not needed at 
all. 
The list is practically endless. 
In country after country, we 
have paid out American dollars 
for local currency—thereby in­ 
creasing 
the 
balance of pay­ 
ments drain — when we had 
available at other sources more 
local currency then we 
could 
use. 
In India, for example, there 
was, at our Embassy, an ex­ 
cess of U. S. - owned rupies, 
but CARE, the welfare agency, 
was still buying rupies through 
normal banking chanels.

Yet in a nation w’here only one 
youth in five graduates from 
college, the federal government 
contributes nearly three times 
as much money to support high­ 
er education than vocational ed­ 
ucation. And the total has re­ 
mained fairly level for three 
years in vocational education 
while rising rapidly for higher 
education. 
Rep. Albert II. Quie, R-Mirui., 
one of the strongest advocates 
of better vocational education, 
estimates 90 per cent of those 
w'ho come into the job market 
without a college degree have

learned

The bitter fruits of this policy, 
he says, are staggering rates of

was to ask for another $15 mil­ 
lion to fund pilot programs in 
the states. 
Rep. Roman C. Pucinski, D-

quest, bluntly told the witnesses 
it was not enough. “This is just 
a start,” he said. “The goal 
must be legislation which pro­ 
vides an education for meaning­ 
ful work and full employabili­ 
ty.”

doctors and their 
Army medics and Navy corps­ 
men treated hundreds of Ameri­ 
can soldiers and Marines. Only 
two died later, and both were in 
hopeless condition when they 
were brought in. 
Uncounted patients were Viet­ 
namese civilians—the besieged 
city’s oxni medical facilities just 
disappeared. 
“We had to do m ajor opera­ 
tions on some of them ,” Back 
said. “We knew that if we didn’t 
do it, it wouldn’t get done and 
they would die.”

White Racism 


Mostly Unknown

NEW YORK (AP) — To many 
whites who do not thirk of them 
selves as unjust, one of the har­ 
dest parts of the President's riot 
commission report 
to 
accept 
will be the stress on “ white rac­ 
ism” as a major cause of Amer­ 
ica’s racial turmoil. 
Yet this indictment has been 
’ anded down by such respected 
leaders as the NAACP’s Roy 
Wilkins Massachusetts Republi­ 
can Edward Brooke, the only 
Negro U.S. Senator, and Illinois 
Gov. Otto Kemer.

One commission member pri­ 
vately agreed with defining rac­ 
ism as the “ usual American 
habit of resolving disputes in fa­ 
vor of whatever whites are in­ 
volved.” 
The more obvious aspects of 
racism—many rigidly segregat­ 
ed schools ll years after the Su­ 
preme Court’s school desegre­ 
gation decision, reluctance to 
hire and promote Negroes, po­ 
lice 
harassment—and 
other, 
more brutal forms common un- 
; til a decade ago, have combined 
to make race a subiect many 
whites seldom think of. but most 
Negroes are almost always con- 
I scious of. 
A Negro professional 
man, 
reasonably 
successful *in 
his 
fleid. outwardly respected by 
his white colleagues, recently 
sh rn mod his fist on a table in 
anger while in the company of a 
closen Negro friends. 
“I don’t trust white people,” 
he said. “I just don’t trust ‘em. 
We all work for racists, and we 
know it.”

been astonished at Hie outburst, 
but his friends also profession­ 
als, nodded in sympathy and 
agreement. Just before his re- 
! mark, the group had been dis- 
; cussing how they felt whites at­ 
tack Negroes without realizing 
how their actions are viewed.
